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Statehood drive 
in Puerto Rico 


SAN JUAN, P.R. (AP) — An 


election year drive to turn 
Puerto Rico into a U.S. state is 
gathering momentum on this 
poverty-spotted 
Caribbean 


island where 600,000 persons 
get federal surplus food and 12 
per cent of the workers are job- 


Advocates of joining the Un- 


ion contend it would bring more 
aid and economic progress to 
the island's population of al- 
most three million U.S. citi- 
zens. 


If a solid majority of island 


voters elect Gov. Luis A. Ferre 
to a second four-year term, it 
seems likely that the governor 
will ask for a referendum to 
show which way Puerto Rico 
should go. His New Progressive 
party is for statehood. 


The referendum might offer 


voters the choice of statehood, 
independence, or an expanded 
version of the island's present 
semiautonomous status. This is 
called commonwealth, and lies 
somewhere between statehood 
and the territorial position the 
island occupied before 1952. 


Helping to build statehood 


sentiment is a mix of fear, gen- 
uine pride in U.S. citizenship, 
and the Ferre-fostered belief 
that statehood will mean an up- 
surge in federal aid. 


The fear sounds loud among 


men of property. It takes voice 
in 
two 
words—"Republica 


Socialista." Persons who get 
upset when they hear the 
phrase turn to statehood as the 
only reliable guarantee against 
what they believe would be an 
independence similar to nearby 
Communist Cuba's. 


Most college youth is com- 


mitted to independence, with 


many students tavonng a So- 
cialist republic. 


Proud American citizens like 


Gilberto Portalatin, a dental 
technician, probably have been 
through the years the backbone 
of the statehood movement. 


"I'm one of seven brothers— 


every one of us volunteered for 
the U.S. Army," Portalatin 
says. "I think the United Sates 
is the greatest country in the 
world." 


The votes of men like Por- 


talatin are safe for statehood— 
but they are not enough. Ferre 
needs the poor to get his state- 
hood consensus, and he reaches 
for them with food in hand. 
Free federal food, duly identi- 
fied as U.S. largess. 


The first four days of every 


month, trucks with the Spanish 
words for federal surplus food 
program painted on their doors 
roll into a housing project in 
the Bravos de Boston area of 
San Juan. 


The lettering on the truck 


doors is blue and white, the col- 
ors of Ferre's New Progressive 
party. 


People pour from the housing 


project, part of which is also 
painted blue and white, to pick 
up their food packages. The al- 
lotments are heavy on rice, and 
include such other staples as 
pork, peaches, oatmeal and the 
unpopular powdered eggs. 


The men, women and chil- 


dren who stand in the food lines 
wear neatly pressed and well- 
laundered slacks, sport shirts, 
hot pants—not expensive but 
not rags. 


Young boys, pushing carts 


like those in supermarkets, 
wheel the food boxes home- 
ward. 


If a family misses the food 


trucks, members can go to the 
nearest distribution center to 
pick up their quota. Besides the 
stacks of bagged and canned 
edibles, they also will see a 
photograph of their governor on 
the wall of the warehouse. 


Federal surplus food goes to 


one-fourth the population. Plans 
approved by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will in- 
crease the flow of free food by 
mid-1973 to the point where one 
out of every three Puerto Ri- 
cans will be getting it. 


Some Puerto Ricans find in 


these statistics more shame 
than satisfaction. A claim by 
Ferre to have upped the 
amount of federal aid contrasts 
strangely—by their reasoning— 
with Puerto Rico's 10 per cent 
annual economic growth. 


Ferre, before his selection, 


was one of the island's major 
philanthropists. He appears to 
take pride in his new role as a 
federal fund-raiser. In a recent 
speech he boasted that under 
his 
administration 
federal 


grants-in-aid have reached f 1.27 
billion, over $600 million more 
than the last governor got out 
of Washington. 


In the same address, Ferre 


chided his predecessors be- 
cause "they insisted on solving 
Puerto Rico's problems with 
their own limited resources, 
without going to the federal 
sources to demand our ade- 
quate participation in federal 
social programs, a right we 
have 
7 A*-—ican citizens." 


Ferre's lonune is based on 


such industries as 
cement, 


paperboard, and an iron found- 
ry-

Markoe 
charged 
with piracy

SEATTLE (AP) — A 43-year- 


old objector to the war in Viet- 
nam is under guard in a hospi- 
tal with bullet wounds in the 
shoulder and leg inflicted by 
FBI agents in the climax of an 
elaborate airliner hijack. 


Before it ended, the sky- 


jacking covered 12 hours and 
more than 800 miles—from 
Reno.Nev., to Vancouver, B.C., 
and back to Seattle. 


Authorities 
identified 
the 


wounded man as Frank Markoe 
Sibley of Stateline, Nev., and 
said he would be charged with 
air piracy. Sibley's wounds 
were described as serious but 
not critical. 


Sibley was shot in the hi- 


jacked United Air Line Boeing 
727 late Friday night after his 
demand for 15 gold bars worth 
$15,000 had been met in Van- 
couver and $2 million in cash 
was delivered to him in Seattle. 


Two FBI agents boarded the 


hijacked plane under the guise 
of airline employes after the 
sky pirate insisted on new 
crewmen. 


While the agents were for- 


klifted aboard the 727 semi- 
nude 
to prove they were 


unarmed, 
other 
FBI 
men 


prodded a gun on a pole into 
the cabin. With that weapon, 
the FBI agents confronted the 
hijacker in the cockpit as he 
held an army-type carbine on 
the airliner's pilot, the FBI 
said. 


An 
FBI 
spokesman 
said 


about five shots were fired, two 
of them striking Sibley. 


The FBI said Sibley tried to 


resist after he was hit by draw- 
ing a knife but was wrestled 
out of the plane and to the 
ground where he was over- 
powered. 


GOP platform for 


convention ready

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


The Republican platform being 
readied for next week's GOP 
National 
Convention invites 


Democrats to vote for Richard 
Nixon and forsake what it says 
is "the radical clique" con- 
trolling the Democratic party. 


The draft of a first platform 


section, endorsing a strong de- 
fense and standing pat on Nix- 
on's peace-with-honor terms for 
a Vietnam settlement, was is- 
sued late Friday. Two sections 
on domestic issues are soon to 
follow. 


The draft platform predicts 


that the Nixon bandwagon will 
be joined by "millions of dis- 
cerning Democrats and con- 
cerned independents who will 
not, and cannot, take part in 
the convulsive leftward lurch of 
the national Democratic par- 
ty." 


Asserting that the choice for 


voters is between "strength and 
weakness for our country in the 
years to come," the platform 
extends its open-arms welcome 
to Democrats in a five-page 
preamble: 


"We 
invite 
our troubled 


friends of other political affilia- 
tions to join with us in a new 
coalition for progress. 


"Together let us reject the 


New Left prescription for folly 
and build surely on the solid 
achievements of President Nix- 
on's first term." 


The draft will reach the con- 


vention Tuesday. Its adoption is 
considered certain, though floor 
skirmishes on women's rights 
and school busing are possible. 


The platform language sug- 


gested that Republican empha- 
sis on alleged leftward leanings 
of the Democratic presidential 
nominee, 
Sen. 
George 


McGovern, will be a running 
theme of the GOP's campaign. 


The GOP platform 
draft 


pledged a continuing quest for 
a Vietnam settlement per- 
mitting the people of Southeast 
Asia "to live in peace under po- 
litical arrangements of their 
own choosing." 


It endorsed Nixon's "refusal 


to accept terms which would 
o!ishonor his country" by yield- 
ing to Hanoi's demand that the 
United States scuttle the Saigon 
government in favor of a Com- 
munist-dominated regime. 


The plank endorsed Nixon's 


offer to withdraw remaining 
American forces four months 
after an internationally super- 
vised cease-fire has gone into 
effect and prisoners of war 
have been returned. 


Kicking the 
habit the 
British way 
In addition to calling for the 


return of prisoners and an ac- 
counting of the missing in ac- 
tion, the plank declared: 


"Here and now we reject all 


proposals to grant amnesty to 
those who have broken the law 
by evading military service." 


The platform took a swipe at 


McGovern's proposal to cut de- 
fense spending by $32 billion in 
1975, 
reduce U.S. uniformed 


strength to the lowest level 
since before the Korean War, 
and halt some weapons system 
development. 


The defense plank denounced 


what it termed "the meat-ax 
slashes with which some Amer- 
icans are now beguiled by the 
political opposition."

LONDON (AP) — The British 


government is launching a new 
campaign against cigarettes 
with the chief target the 
smoker who can't kick the 
habit. 


The Secretary for Social 


Services, Sir Keith Joseph, said 
Tuesday the government will 
publish tables twice a year 
grading cigarette brands ac- 
cording to their tar and nico- 
tine content. 


The campaign, which will 


start next year, represents a 
slight tactical change in the 
government's battle against to- 
bacco addiction. Up to now, the 
main idea has been to stop 
people from starting to smoke. 


Television 
advertising of 


cigarettes has already been 
banned, and all brands of Brit- 
ish cigarettes carry the printed 
warning that "smoking can 
damage your health." So do all 
newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertisements for cigarettes. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Two researchers have devel- 
oped an electronic system 
which projects television im- 
ages into the skin of blind per- 
sons to help them discern ob- 
jects, measure distances, and 
even read normal print. 


Widespread practical use of 


the device is still several years 
off, the scientists say, but even- 
tually it could enable the b%*d 
to move about freely and enter 
professions from which they 
have previously been excluded. 


The experimental system is 


the product of eight years of 
work by Drs. Carter C. Collins 
and Paul Bach-y-Rita at the 
University of the 
Pacific's 


Smith-Kettlewell Institute of 
Visual Research here. 


A person using the portable 


system wears a pair of eye- 
glass frames on which is 
mounted a tiny television cam- 
era made up of hundreds of 
transistors. 


The camera is connected 


through a vest-worn battery 
network to a shield of elec- 
trodes taped to the subject's 
stomach. 
The 
entire 
unit 


weighs less than five pounds. 


When the transistors scan ob- 


jects in front of them, they 
send the exact pattern to the 


corresponding electrodes, which 
then trace the image on the 
stomach in a series of elec- 
trical impulses. 


"Thus if we held up the 


shape of a square in front of a 
person wearing the camera, he 
would feel the electrodes liter- 
ally drawing a square on his 
stomach," explained Collins. 


The electrical stimulation is 


safe ard painless, Collii*. said. 
He described it as feeling "like 
a light vibration, or a fly craw- 
ling across the skin." 


He said the stomach was cho- 


sen because "it offers a large 
area of sensitive skin" and can 
support the square-foot matrix 
of 4mm diameter electrodes. 


A blind person using the sys- 


tem can learn to "read" the al- 
phabet in "a few dozen hours," 
Collins said. The system has 
been used on about 70 blind 
subjects at the institute, and 
several sighted volunteers 
wearing blindfolds. 


Collins said the units might 


eventually be available for pri- 
vate use at a cost of about $5,- 
000 apiece. 


He feels the system's most 


immediate use would be for 
educating the congenially blind 
and rehabilitating persons who 
have lost their sight.

Lon Unger died last week at the age of 


91. 


Ole Lon, as he preferred to be called, 


was quite famous in North Arkansas; he 
was known as the Beachcomber of the 
Ozarks. 


The father of nine sons and a single 


daughter, Ole Lon rode into Baxter 
County, Ark., "way back yonder" as he 
used to say, "ridin" an old horse and 
leading a cow named Daisy." He settled 
down on a rock farm near Salesville, 
worked around the county on occasion, 
hunted more often than not. 


I met Ole Lon more than four years 


ago and he'll always have a special place 
in my memory book. You see, I was a 
bright-eyed, 
bushy-tailed 
college 


graduate, fresh out of East Texas State 
University and ready to tackle the world 
bare-knuckled. I wrote a feature on Ole 
Lon—the first one I penned after I got 
out of college. 


I thought him quaint, a bit eccentric, a 


tad crazy. 


He wore an old tattered artifical 


leather jacket, a cap with ear muffs, a 
tattered wool shirt, a Buffalo Bill ring 
worn smooth with age, brown loafers 
and khata pants. A large button pinned 
to his jacket said "Have a good day," 


and a smaller one said simply "Good 
morning." 


He was carrying a woman's purse 


over one shoulder, and a bedraggled 
Army ammunition bag over the other. 


His 
hobby-occupation 
included 


treasure hunting along a 
mile-long 


stretch of State Highway 5 from his 
driveway to a nearby resort. He would 
shuffle-kick his way down one side of the 
road, acknowledging honks 
from 


passing cars with a thrown-up hand, 
then amble back home scrounging along 
the opposite ditch. 


I often left off a bunch of bottles 


alongside the road then took special 
delight in listening to Lon tell about his 
great "find." 


People, mainly tourists with their 


minute Brownies or bulkier Polaroid^, 
often hailed him and had him pose for 
pictures. Ole Lon never seemed to mind. 
He relished the company. 


He would sing while he searched the 


grass that bordered the roadway for 
bottles, knick-knacks or whatever . . . 
usually a haunting song about "my 
beloved mother way up there." 


Well, Ole Lon isn't walking State High- 


way 5 anymore. And that stretch of road 
will seem mighty lonely without hiiu.

I have followed a 
bland diet and have taken 
drugs to slow the secretion 
of acid, sedatives and am 
taking 24 teaspoons of Ma- 
alox a day and still can't 
obtain relief. Do you feel this 
could be healed without sur- 
gery after such a length of 
time?

I am 25 years old 
and after seven months of 
this it is starting to affect 
me psychologically. 


Dear Reader — The last 


sentence of your letter may 
be the most important one. 
Ulcers and psychological fac- 
tors go together. Men who are 
under constant 
frustration 


and stress are prone to de- 
velop ulcers. It is very diffi- 
cult to heal an active ulcer 
unless the person's source of 
chronic frustration and men-

least controlled. This presup- 
poses identifying the cause 
of stress. Sometimes this is 
the job situation, sometimes 
it is the family situation. 


Before 
saying 
someone 


should have surgery for duo- 
denal ulcer, it is my opinion 
that they should be treated 
in the hospital for a period of 
time. Several weeks of hos- 
pitalization 
with 
medical 


treatment for an ulcer, if it 
produces a cure, is better 
than spending several weeks 
in the hospital for unneces- 
sary surgery. 


Now, 
I hasten to add that 


surgery 
isn't always un- 


necessary. There are some 
people who do require it and 
one indication for it is un- 
successful 
medical 
treat- 


ment. I just don't believe 
that you can say that you 
have had unsuccessful med- 
ical treatment, however, un- 
til you have been essentially 
isolated in the hospital away 
from many of the sources of 
stress and that attention has 
been given toward the men- 
tal and emotional aspects 
which may have contributed 
to your problem and until a 
sufficient time under such 
controlled t h e r a p y has 
elapsed. 


Most people who have sur- 


gery for treatment of an 
ulcer do quite well. There 
are a few who have diffi- 
culties afterwards. The sur- 
gery, however, wifl not re- 
solve the underlying stress 
and frustration factors which 
may have contributed to the 
ulcer to begin with. These 
are best explored, faced, and 
dealt with. 


How 
does 
c i g a r e t t e 


smoking contribute to bleed- 
ing ulcors? Dr. Andre Rob- 
ert, of the research staff of 
Upjohn 
a 
pharmaceutical 


firm, thinks it's by an in- 
direct means. The nicotine in 
the cigarette doesn't stim- 
ulate the stomach to produce 
more acid. Rather it slows 
down the production of a 
hormone in the duodenum 
just outside the stomach that 
stimulates the small intestine 
to release large amounts of 
alkaline digestive juice. This 
alkaline digestive juice is 
used to neutralize the acid 
stomach juice as it pours out 
of the stomach. If there isn't 
enough alkaline juice avail- 
able, the digestive

18-year-old wins Special Olympics medal 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Lan- 


ky Adonis Brown threw his 
right hand up with confidence 
as he signaled one more lap to 
go around the UCLA track in 
the mile run. 


"When I first met him, he 


was a wild kid," coach Joe Hoi- 
man, 42, said of the 18-year-old 
Brown. "Now he listens. He's a 
man now." 


Adonis sprinted yards ahead 


of his closest pursuer to win the 
event in 5 minutes, 12 seconds, 
Wednesday in the International 
Special Olympics. A gold medal 
hung around his neck on a red 
ribbon. 


Brown, like the 2,600 other 


competitors in the two-day pro- 
gram, is mentally retarded. His 
home is the Rosewood State 
Hospital in Baltimore, Md. 


Shyly, Brown confirmed what 


shone on his dark face-the thrill 
of being a champion, the satis- 
faction of sacrifice and success. 


Brown stuck to a rigid train- 


ing schedule. He even passed 
up a trip to Disneyland on the 
eve of his big race. "I stayed 
back to rest up for the race," 
he said as dozens of onlookers 
still praised his effort long 
after the medals were awarded. 


Adonis followed the instruc- 


tions of his coach with pre- 
cision. 


"We changed his running pat- 


tern," said Holman, who was 
an alternate as a quarter-miler 
on the 1948 U.S. Olympic team. 
"Instead of lagging behind, he 
takes the lead and finishes with 
a big kick. The minute he hears 
my voice-when I yell 'Hey'—he 
goes on." 


Adonis ia a veteran of Special 


Olympic competition. He fin- 
ished second in the 300-yard 
run two years ago in Chicago. 


"I met Jesse Owns," Adonis 


said, "and he told me I had 
nice size and build for the 
mile." 


What has all this done for 


Brown, besides keep his body 
in superb condition? 


"I think it has helped him 


improve his mind," said Hol- 
man. "His goal, someday, is to 
go home—to his home-. 


The Joseph P. Kennedy Foun- 


dation founded the Special 
Olympics four years ago. The 
games are held every two 
years. 


Contestants this year repre- 


sented all 50 states, the District 
of Columbia, Puerto Rico and 
France.

3. The Serving Petition 


serving in doubles? 


No, because when you run 


to your ideal position at net, 
you are going at an angle 
away from the most likely 
direction of the service re- 
turn. It's better to serve 
from the center of the area 
which you must cover. 


Where should I stand? 
The basic technique of dou- 


bles is to divide responsibil- 
ity for coverage of the court 
between you and your part- 
ner. At the same time you 
are trying to divide your op- 
ponent's possibilities in half. 


When you are serving you 


should stand halfway be- 
tween the singles sideline 
and the center of the court. 
That way you are in the cen- 
ter of the area which is your 
responsibility and you can 
rush to the net in a direct 
line to handle the service re- 
turn.
